Of 1422 Cases Proved in 


State During 1925, Only 
408 Were in South 


[PXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 7. — One 
thousand, four hundred and twen- 
ty-two convictions were made in 
California for violation of the pro- 


hibition law during the fisca] year 
ending June 30, 1925, according to 
figures recently released by the 
Department of Justice. Of this 
number 408 convictions were made 
in Southern California and 1014 in 
the northern district. 

Fines for violations of the Vol- 
stead Act in Southérn California 
amounted to $137.437 and the 
average term served by offenders 
was 34.79 days. In Northern Cali- 
fornia the fines amounted to $275,- 
587 and the average sentence to 
jail Was 40.2 days. The total of 
the fines throughout the State was 
$412,984. 

Comparison of the figures for 
the months of July, August and 
September, 1924, against the same 
months in 1925 show marked de- 
creases in cases instituted, convic- 
tions and fines. 

For all the districts in the United 
States the average number of con- 
victions for the fiscal year 1925 was 
432.56, the average sentence 43.32

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—Prohibi- 
tion was the foremost topic in 
ghurch circles today. Several min- 
isters discussed the subject in their 
sermons, referring to the state- 
ment last week by Rev, James Em- 
pringham, secretary of the Church 
Temperance Society, who now fa- 
vors modification of the Volstead 
Act to legalize light wines and 


beer. 

Bishop William T. Manning, In 
his sermon in the Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine, said the society 
had no official avthorization or any 
right to speak in the name of the 

piscopal church and that the 
church a whole still maintains 

rin support of the prohibi- 
tion law. Rev. Hurtley J. Hart- 
man, pastor of the Methodist 
Church of Sea Cliff, Long Island, 
who took a trip to rum row with 
three other ministers to see how 
the Coast Guard was enforcing 
prohibition, said in his sermon to- 
night that the guardsmen were 
meeting with success in their cam- 


paign. 

Wayne B. Wheeler, general coun- 
sel for the Anti-Saloon League of 
America. speaking in the Central 
Methodist Church in Yonkers, dis- 
missed Mr. Empringham’s state- 
ment as having no significance as 
an expressior of Episcopal 
church's attitude. 


STATEMENT OVERSTRESSED 


Bishop Manning said undue im- 
portance had been attached to the 
statement issued in the name of 
the Church Temperance Society. : 

“It is a voluntary association,’ 
he asserted, “and its statements 
have only such weight as may at- 
tach to those of any voluntary or- 
ganization. They are not to be 


the Episcopal church. For many 
years past the church has scarce- 
ly been aware of the existence of 
this society and it has not been 
regarded as having weight and in- 
fluence in the church.” 

Calling attention to the resolu- 
tion adopted by the house of 
bishops in New Orleans last Oc- 
tober, supporting the prohibition 
law and calling on members of the 
church to obey it, Bishop Manning

IAIGHT DRINKING NO SIN 

“I do not hold,“ he ald, “thet to 
drink wine, or other Intoxicant, in 
moderation is itself a sin, but I 
lieve that the prohibition law prop, 
erly enforced will make us 
healthier, stronger and better peo- 
ple and I ‘do believe that these 
laws can be and ought to be en- 
more and 
more generally observed in 
country as a whole. 

“TIT do not believe that the Vol- 
stead Act will be modified at this 
time. When the law is being so 
observed by all that we can be as- 
sured that its modification would 
not mean its practical nullification, 
when its modification is desired by 
the sincere friends as well as by 
the enemies of prohibition, some 
modification of t may and proba- 
bly will be made.“ 

He urged the clergy of all 
churches to join in a crusade for 
voluntary action in support of the 
law. 


COAL STRIKE ORDERLY 

The good results of prohibition, 
he said, were seen in the present 
coal strike. with its entire ab- 
sence of disturbance: and disorder 
as a result largely of the prohibi- 
tion laws.” 

Rev. Dr. Percy Stickney Grant, 
former rector of the Church dt the 
Ascension and one of the outstand- 
ing modernists of the Episcopal 
Church, denounced the statement 
issued in the name of the Church 
Temperance Society in a sermon at 
St. Marks-in-the-Bouwerle. He 
said $2,000,000,000 had been saved 
the nation by prohibition. 

“Wait until 100 per cent Protes- 

tants get hold of this question at 
the polls,” he said, “and the ene- 
mies of prohibition will sée a sight 
to terrify them.”

Russian Inventor Asserts 
New Device, Also Will

Prof. A. N. Boyka of the Russian 
Magnetic Observatory announces 
the invention of an apparatus 
which by means of the reflection 
df powerful rays of heat will de- 
stroy airplanes or dirigibles in 
flight. His appliance, he says, will 
project concentrated heat waves 


twenty-five miles with loss of only 
ore-third of their strength. 


Inventors in several countries 
have put forward assertions since 
the World War of mysterious 
“ray” devices, with which they in- 
sisted death could be dealt at vary- 
ing distances to opposing person- 
nel or destruction to armament. 
| In every case they falled to 
stand up under official test. The 
asserted invention of H Grindell- 
Matthews, an Englishman, gained 
the widest publicity. In April, 
1924 he announced the rfection 
of a “diabolical ray,” which would 
prevent the operation of airplanes 
in a wide area. The British gov- 
ernment, after exhaustive tests, 
declared it harmless. 

Grindell- Matthews came to the 
| United States in August, 1924, and 
under tests by American experts 
the “ray” failed to harm even 
mosquitos in the Long Island 
marshes, where it was tried out.

Approved 


Press Hails Dictator as 
Hero for Speech Before 
Deputies Chamber 
Sharp Words Provoked by 
Bavarian Premiers 
Call to Arms

ROME, Feb. 7.—Premier Mus- 


the Deputies yesterday in which 
he warned Germany against the 
anti-Itallan campaign carried on 
in the Reich was characterized fre- 
quently in political circles today as 
almost equivalent to a declaration 
of war against Germany. All day 
long Mussolini’s words of warning 
were discussed and his speech. was 
declared to be one of the best. 
certainly the most significant, of 
hig international statements since 
the Corfu incident. . 
All the newspapers agreed that 
the speech was such a thorough- 
going embodiment of the spirit of 
Fascist Italy, that comment was 
considered superfluous, almost im- 
possibie. But the Popolo di Roma 
and Messaggero lengthily analyze 
its international significance, The 
ultra-Fascist Impero in triple-head 
lines says: 
“No comment on Mussolini's 
speech; it is necessary that it re- 
main with us in ite nude Roman 
potency,” but it spreads across its 
full sheet a quotation from anoth- 
jer of the Premier's addresses: 
“Brennero is not the point of 


arrival, but the point of depart- 


ure.” 


ANSWER TO PREMIER 

The fateful words uttered by 
Mussolini in the thronged Italian’ . 
Chamber were unmistakable warn-. 
ing to Germany and had particu- 
lar reference to a recent speech of 
Dr. Held, the militant Bavarian 
Premier, who called upon all good 
Germans to help the fellow-coun- 
trymen in Southern Tyrol, now un- 
der Italian sovereignty by virtue 
of the treaty of St. Germain. 

The climax of Mussolini's tirade 
against Germany came at the end 
when he exclaimed:

the maximum intensity of sound, 


determined by ear, it is pointing 
directly at the signalling shore sta- 
tion. It then is swung at right 
angles so that no signal whatever 
is received. 

In this position dials and hands 
operating over a Sperry-gyro com- 
pass record the direction of the 
ship, eliminating the necessity of 
figuring variation because of mag- 
netic attraction, as must be done 
with a compass. 

Another advance in navigation 
ereditable to radio is the manner 
of giving ships at sea the correct 
time, In the old days the captain 
set his chronometers when in port 
or .offshore where he was within 
range of a flashing light signal, the 
dropping of a metal ball or the 
whine of a siren. ‘These adjuncts 
are still employed, but the navi- 
gator need not depend on them. 
For he can get his time at stated 
intervals no matter in what part of 
the world his ship may be. ’

ARAB OPINION 

It is, of course, a controversial 
point whether Arab opinion is 
changing. British officials here d 
lieve that it is, that prosperity and 
peace in Palestine, together with 
the influx of much Jewish capi- 
tal, is gradually reconciling the 
native population to the presence 
of the Jews because of the bless 
ings these bring in their train. 
Arab leaders deny this, and the 
Arab press, which is not censored, 
continues to demand that if those 
Jews © are here cannot be re- 
moved no more should be allowed 
to come in. It is noteworthy, how- 
ever, that the agitation of a few 
years ago against the British man- 
date has practically ceased. Only 
a small Arab minority now wishes 
the Hritish to withdraw. The spec- 
tacle of bloodshed and rapine in 
French Syria and throughout Ara- 
bia has enormously increased Brit- 
ish prestige among the native pop- 
ulation here. 

When rd Balfour visited Jeru- 
salem last year there was a gen- 
eral strike and black flags of 
mourning were hung out by the 
natives. Thie shows the deep feel- 
ing still existing, seven years later 
against the terms of the so-called 
Balfour declaration of 1917 that 
“His Majesty’s government view 
with favor the establishment in 
Palestine of a national home for 
the Jewish people.” The Arabs be- 
lieved this to mean that immedi- 
ately after the war their country 
was to be taken from them and 
given to the Jews. On several oc- 
casions, even up to two years ago, 
rumors spread that on certain 
fixed dates whole fiotillas of ships 
filed with Jews were to arrive 
and kill or expel the Arab hold- 
ers of the soll. The Balfour dec- 


and the evil effects of that un- 
happy phrase ‘national home” 
have not yet disappeared. The 
British have made every effort, by 
official deciarations, to counteract 
the impression created, and the 
Zionist organization itself has offi- 
cially repudiated any idea of in- 
fringing any Arab rights. 

Arab suspicions and alarms are 
being exercised but slowly. The 
gradua! improvement in the health 
of the people, the bullding of roads, 
the opening of new economic op- 
portunities, are nevertheless hav- 
ing their effect.

command. Thére are eager young 
workers, essentially modern, who 
have rejected the letter, though 
they often retain the spirit, of the 
religion; intellectual, they are 
nevertheless keen to engage 


in the present, and 
consciously toward a planned fu- 
ture. Between these types there is 
every gradation and combination 
of creed and outlook. 


MANY 
“There are in Palestine orien- 


tal Jews from Bokhare and Per- 
sia rnd iraq, and there are um- 
versity men and wonnen from New 
York and Chicago. There are Jews 
from the Yemen, of small stature 
and with gentile, refined features, 
good craftsmen in silver and ivory, 
or good laborers on the farms; 
and there are agricultural experts 
from the colleges of France, engi- 


neers from Germany, bankers from 


Holland, manufacturers and mer- 
chants from Poland and Russia. 
There are students and writers, 
doctors and lawyers, architects and 
musicians, organizers and social 
workers, from Eastern Europe and 
Western, from Asia and America. 
Among all these, some are con- 
servative in temperament; some 
are eager above all for social 
progress. Those who are interested 
in politics have organized them- 
selves into half a dozen distinct 
parties or sections; others are in- 
different.

ligion are a minority, those who 
are wholly irreligious are a a

A new market for fuel oll is foreseen as a result of recent dem- 


onstrations of the practicability of 
power, the oll-electric locomotive. 


the latest form of railroad motive 
While a newcomer in the sphere 


of railroad transportation, this new type of locomotive has, according 


to Compressed Air Magazine, already made its impress upon 


economic world. 

Engineering Authoritles whe 
have followed demonstrations of 
the power and utility of the oll- 
electric locomotive, visualize a po- 
tential market for fuel-oll ap- 


proximating no less than $125.,- 
000,000 a vear—the estimated con- 


oil-electric ig put into general uso. 

The outstanding advantage of 
the ofl-electric locomotive ac- 
cording to engineering authorities, 
is its great saving in cost of op- 
eration. It has been calculated 
that, while the yearly fuel bill of 
the railroads is now approxirhately 
$500,000,000, the saving through 
the use of the oll-electric locomo- 
tive would be close to 375,000,000 
—enough to have paid the yearly 
dividends of all Class I railroads 
of the United States during 1924. 

New economy records in rafi- 
roading were established: recentty 
by a 100-ton oll-electric locoms- 
tive, which is now in service on the 
Long Island Rallroäd Starting at 
the plant of the General Electric 
Company at Erie, Pa., this locomo- 
tive, hauling a loaded freight 
train, made a run of 637 miles te 
Ne York City without taking fuel 
or water. 

The total cost of both fuel and 
lubricating oil for the 537-mile 
run was only 126.18, or an aver- 
age of less than 6 cents a mie. 
Ihe tractive efficiency of the oil 
electric: lccomotive was strikingly 
exemplified at one stage of the run 
from Erie, when it pushed a 
stalled freight train of sixty-two 
cars over a 1 per cent grade with- 
out uncoupling its own lead. A 
previous test called upon this lo- 
comotive, with a trailing load of 
1315 tons, to start from a stand- 
still on a 1 per cent grade and at- 
tain a speed of six miles an hour 
on the climb. 

Even more convincing, perhaps, | 
was the fuel economy record made 
4 a sixty-ton oil!-electric locomo- 
tive recently placed in service by 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
in New York. On its maiden trip 
of 733 miles, unattached, this loco- 
motive used only 8.75 worth of 
fuel oil making the average fuel 
cost a mile only about 1 2-10 cents. 
This is considerably less than the 
ase fuel cost of most automo- 

es. 

In addition to the Leng Island 
and the Baltimore and Ohio, the 
cil-electric locomotive is now in 
use on thé lines of the Lehigh Val- 
ley and the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, while orders for simi- 
lar locomotives have been placed 
by the Chicago and Northwestern, 
Erie, New York Central and Phila- 
delphia and Reading. 

This new type of motive power, 
offering tre.nendous savings in op- 
erating costs and perfectly adapt- 
ed to every branch of llroad 
service, is already an established 
factor in American transportation. 

The oill-eiectris locomotive is 
emokeless, cinderless, and virtually 
noigeless. It runs forward and 
backward with equal facility and 
power, obviating the necessity fér 


turntables or similiar devices. It is 


fo easy to operate that any steam 
or electric engineer can learn how 
to manipulate it in a few hours. 
It can be placed in service imme- 
diately upon any road, practically 
without capital investment other 
then its own cost. 

The basic feature of the ofl-elec- 
tric locomotive is an internal com- 
bustion oil engine, which drives an 
electric generator. The current so

In the looting there was no limit. When 
Rumania entered the war on the side of 
the Allies the Rumanian government sent 
$300,000,000 in gold to the Russian treas- 
ury in Moscow for safe keeping. At the 
same time thousands of Rumanians sent 
their money and gems to the Russian 
treasury or to the Russian banks. The 
Bolsheviki confiscated all this; just as they 
rified alike the vaults and the safe-deposit 
boxes in the Russian banks. 

A part of the collected plynder consists 
of jewels and other articles of value ob- 
tained through looting the churches. In- 


all other jewels and gems that were once 
in the possession of the Russian nobility 
and that still belong by right to them or 
to their heirs. 


For four years the soviets have sought 
to dispose of this enormous loot through 
private channels; but they have made lit- 
tle progress. The Bolsheviki has no title 
pot ownership to these objects except that 
of temporary possession. The rest of the 
world regards them as robbers trying to 
dispose of their loot. The crown jewels, 
to illustrate, could be replevined by the 
heirs of the former Romanoffs by court 
process in almost every civilized country. 
Attaching goods taken by the Bolsheviki 
as soon as it was carried outside ‘Bolshey- 


nounced that it would attach any gold that 
the Bolshevik guvernment sent within its 
jurisdiction and that it would be applied 
to the claims of French nationals who had 
been robbed by the Bolsheviki. 


The present attempt to sell at public auc- 
tion may result in the disposal to speculat- 
ors of much of the loot. But these spec 
ulators will remove the jewels from their 
settings, melt down the gold and sell the 
precious stones at their carat value. The 
process recalls the slave markets of the 
Orfent in former times; but such a whole 
sale disposal by thieves of their loot is 
one of the wanton acts of the century. 


Yet, in the face of such ruthless prac 
tice, there are still those in this country 
who insist that our government should réc- 
ognize these murderers and looters as the 
representatives of the people of Russia. 

Murder does not cease to be a crime be- 
cause it is performed by the Red minions 
of the soviets; and robbery is none the 
less robbery when the crime is committed 
by a group of Bolsheviki. | 

All those jewels were the personal pos- 
sessions of their owners; the church jew- 
els belonged to the church. Among the 
gems are heirlooms that daughters of 
America carried with them when ther 
went to Russia as wives of Russian na- 
tionals. To hold that the Bolsheviki had 
the right to kill the owners and remove 
the jewelry from the cut throats and the 
dead hands is to hold that the only right 
remaining in the twentieth century is the 
right of the strongest. 1

USINESS GOOD . 

An interesting and encouraging com- 
parison of business conditions in the Unit- 
ed States is disclosed by the map of the 
nation’s business published in the Febru- 
ary publication of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. The national 
organization issues these maps monthly, 
showing regions where business is good 
in white, fair business in shaded lines and 
quiet business in black. 

The latest month shows a somewhat 
larger percentage of White space on the 
map than the preceding month and almost 
four times as much as in the business map 
of a year ago. The California Coast re- 
gion from a point north of San Francisco 
to the southern boundary line is white and 
an increasing portion of the northwestern 
territory is white. All of Arizona and 
large portions of Idaho, Utah and Wyo- 
ming, back of Los Angeles are now white, 
whereas a year ago they were shaded. 

In discussing the business situation as 
shown by the map Frank Greene, manag- 
ing editor of Bradstreet’s, says that 1925 
came nearer to fulfilling favorable predic- 
tions than did most of its predecessors. 
Bank clearings, he says, gained 12.2 per 
cent over 1924, import trade gained 16.9 
per cent and exports 7.1 per cent and total 
foreign trade 11.4 per cent. New securti- 
ties issued increased 13 per cent and busi- 
ness failures fell off 4 per cent. Buliding

Dr. Locke is back in Los An- 
geles for a short vacation after 
an absence during which he has 
been in practically al’ portions 
of the United States. 

And, he proclaims Los Angeles 
as “one of the dryest cities in 
America.” 

“Prohibition has worked opt 
in Los Angeles better than in any 


other city in the country,” Dr. 
Locke “Los A

“I would ask any scoffer to 


mame a figure that he believed 
represented the percentage of the 
celtizens of this great community 
of more than 1,000,000 population 
who have had one drink of in- 
toxicating liquor within the 
twenty-four hours. 

“If he were honest, the figure 
would be ridiculously low. 


PROHIBITION FAOT 

“The citizens of Los Angeles 
are not worrying about prohibi- 
tion. It is an accepted fact. 

“And, conditions are about the 
same throughout the country. 

“Despite alarmiste, it is a fact 
that prohibition is successful. 

“The great American public is 
mot cousuming anywhere near as 
much liquor as it did prior to the 
enforcement of the Volstead Act. 
And, I look for the situation to 
better right along.” 

Dr. Locke does not treat seriously

statement recently issued by the 
Temerance Society of the Episcopal 
Church has been misconstrued by 
the wets. 

“Of course, there is considerable 
drinking of hard liquor in America. 
There was bound to be. After the 
Civil War any number of slaves 
remained in bondage but gradually 
the aumber decreased until today 
there is not a slave in America.

There is as little 
chance of modification as there is 
of nullification of the Emancipation 
Proclamation. 

EXAMPLE FELT 

The Emancipation Proclamation 
started a world-wide movement 
that did not end until there was 
not a civilized country on the tace 
of the globe that countenanced 
slavery. It will de the same with 
prohibition. The movement is 
ready on foot.“ . 

Dr. Locke spent four years in 
Manila and the Orient and he de- 
clares that the prohibition move- 
ment is progressing there. 

“Liquor ig not a problem in the 
Orient as it is in the western world, 
but the prohibition movement is 
meeting with many sponsors. 

“The most powerful influence in 
China today ise Gen. Feng, a Chris- 
tian and chief of a great army of 
30,000 men, mostly Christians. 
Gen. Feng is a believer in pro- 
hibition and the members of his 
army abstain from intoxicating liq- 
vor. Their example is being fol- 
lewed by millions of Chinese.“ 

Dr. Locke has no fears for the 
future of the younger generation. 

“With auer outlawed, it is 

hard work now for a young 
man to go wrong.“ he declared. 
“The vouth of the nation has not 
a saloon on every corner to — 
front it. 


“Of course, there is considerable 
drinking among young men and 
women, but that will lessen. Drink- 
ing now isn't considered a mat- 
ter of course.
